A  campaign  to  secure,  1,000,000 
signatures  to  petitions  addressed  to 
foreign  governments  seeking  the  at- 
.  tendance  of  representative  women 
at  an  international  Congi'ess  in  con¬ 
nection  with  ’  the  Chicago  Century 
of  Progress  Exposition  in  1933,  is 
being  inaugurated  by  clubwomen 
in  thousands  of  communities  through¬ 
out  the  United  States.  ■ 

According  to  Miss  Hazel  Moore 
and  committee  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  campaign  in  this  city,  the 
project  is  the  largest  -  cooperative 
effort  in  which  clubwomen  of  the 
Unit^  States  have  ever  engaged. 

“We  know  of  no'  more  effective 
way  to  promote  friendly  internation¬ 
al  relations”  said  Miss  Moore,  “than 
to  gather  together  women  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  to  discuss  their 
problems  in  an  open  forum. 

The  students  of  G.  S.  C.  W.  will 
be  allowed  to  sign  the  petition  some 
time  after  spring  holidays.

For  the  most  part, 
the  selections  were  chosen  by  the 
authors  themselves.  (  Others  were 
added  as  g  result  of  careful  research, 
and  after  dozens  of  letters  had  been 
received  from  State  historians,  li¬ 
brarians,  etc.

THE  EV01*UTI0N  OF  THE 
UNIFORM 

The  uniform  of  the  Georgia  State 
College  for  Women  has  had  an 
interestng  and  ^  eventful  career. 
From  the  time  of  its  birth  in  1891 
to  the  present  day  the  uniform  has 
been  a  vital  part  of  every  G.  S.^  C. 

W  rirl’s  life -and  remains  a  vital 
memory  in  the  hearts  of  every  G. 
g.  C.  W.  alumna. 

The  catalogue  of  the  Georgia 
Normal’  and  Indiistral.  School  for 
1891  states:.  ’  -  ' 

“Every  girl  must  have  two  full 
uniform  suits;  one  for  fatigue  or 
everyday  purposes  and  the  other  for 
dress  occasions.  The  main  features 
of  the  latter  will  be  a  dress  of  brown 
serge  of  b^ndtiful  shade  and  the 
Oxford  Students’  Cap.” 

In  the,  mind’s  eye,  picture  the 
1891  student  as  she  walked  with 
stately  pace  down  the  M-arision  path 
(one  had  to  be  stately  in  that  stiff 
uniform).  The  full  skirt  she,  wore 
was  gored  in  the  front.  On  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  her  skirt,  which  reached  to 
the  tips  of  her  toes,  were  two  tiny 
ruffles.  Both  , 'the  skirt  and  .waist 
were  of  browii  serge.  The  waist  had 
a  high,  stiffnecked  collar  and  leg-o- 
inutton  sleeves.  The  Oxfor(l  iSt’u- 
dent’s  Cap  completed  this  stylish  uni¬ 
form  of  1891.  \ 

How  prtfud  the  first  graduates 
were  June,  1892^  when  they  march¬ 
ed  down  the  aisle  to  receive  their 
diplomas!  Their  commencement  uni¬ 
form  was  of  white’  lawn  made  on 
the  order  of  the  winter  fatigue  suit. 

In  18^2  an  Eton  j-acket  of 'brown 
serge 'was  added  to  the  uniform  to 
be  used  for  everyday  purposes. 

The  first  physical  culture  suit 
came  in  1895  to  G.  S.  C.  W.  It  was 
composed  of  a  white,  percale  blouse 
with  a  divided  skirt  of  brown  serge. 
The  commencement  dress  was  chang¬ 
ed  the  following  'Year  to  ^  one  of 
white  organdie  with  lace  triniinings. 

Dame  Fashion  was  responsible  for 
the  next  change.  The  huge  leg-o- 
mutton  sleeves  went  out  of  stj^^.  ^ 
The  red-headed  girls  of  Georgia  | 
groaned  when  the  color  or  the  uni¬ 
form  waist  was  changed.  In  the 
fail  of  1899  blue  and  white  striped 
shirts  and  red  and  white  stripped 
shirts  to  be  worn  on  alternate  weeks  j 
were  decreed.  A  black  satin  tie  was 
also  added  at  this  time. 

The  comm^cement  of-  1902 

found  thh-  girls  in  a  new  com¬ 

mencement  uniform.  A  white  pique 
.skirt  and  wfnite  lawn  shirty  waist 
with  a  white  satin  belt  and  tie  com¬ 
posed  the  uniform. 

During  the  years  1902  ,to  1909 

there  were  practically  no 
i)he  app^rance  of  .the  uniform; 
however  in  the  winter  of  1909  coats 

were  made  optional.  ■ 

'  A  praym’  of  thanks  went  ub  from 
the  hear, ts'  of  many  gMs  when,  in 
1910,  the  striped  waists  were  dis¬ 
carded  and  white  ones  substituted. 

The  physical  culture  suit  was  also 

changed  to  a  white  waist  to  be  worn 
with  brown  serge  bloomers,  and,  a 
plain  white  sweater  for  chilly  days 
was  added  to  the  uniform. 

The  tie  was  changed  in  1911  from 

black  satin  to  black  ^ 

white  waist  and  linen  bkirt  -^hen 
formed  the  Sunday  spring  suit.  Sen-

.was  coached  by  Miss  Morgan  of  the 
Latin  faculty.  It  was  presented 
in  the  Milledgeville  opera  house. 

The  costumes  cost  forty  dollars  and 
were  paid ,  for  out  of  the  .proceeds 
of  the  play.  Members'  of  the  play’s 

ior.  normals  were  required  to  wearj 
the  Senior  cap  and  gown  to  , church 
and  on  all  public  occasions. 

'  •  In  1912  the  color  of  the  sweaters 
was  changed  from  white  to  red;  and 
in  191B  the  gym  suit  became  a  one- 
piece  garment  of.  blue'  serge.  ^ 

Few  other  changes  came  until 
1920  when  the  black  sweater  was 
chosen. 

After  this  period  the  changes  came 
thick  and  fast.  The  Sophomores  did 
not  have  to  wear  the  cap  and  gown  on 
public  occasions.  The  unifom  hat  was 

of  brown  velour.  The  black  gros-gi'aih 
tie  was  replaced  by  the’black  wind- 
sortie.  The  old  winter  uniform  was 
supplanted  by  a  one-piece  serge 
dresa  with,  a  long  coat  of  brown  serge 
to  be  worn  with  the  dress. 

The  spring  unifrofn  was  composed 
of  a  .white,  one-piece  dress,  black 
Windsor  tie  and  a  uniform  b^ck 
straw  hat.

This  play  was 
presented  on  the  stage  of  the  old 
chapel.  Members  of  the,'  cast  were 
Exa  Woodruff  (above,)  Inez  McRae, 
Jessie  Thrash  (now  Mrs.  Ben  Free¬ 
man,  Greenville,  Ga.;)  Mildred  Gould 
'(a  member  of  the  English  Depart- 
1  ment  of  North  Carolina  College  for 
Women,  Greenville,);  Rosa  Crook, 
Annie  Tennant  (now  Mrs.  John  Col¬ 
well,  Hawkinsville,  Ga.)  and  Ruth 

■  normal  cap  and  gown  was  discaVded. 
The  last  changes  in  the  uniform 
came  in  the  spring  of  1931., The  old 
spring  uniform  was  done  away'with^ 
and  the  regular  fall  suit  of  white 
percale  shirt  and  brown serge  skirt 
was  substituted.  The,  brown  serge 
winter  uniform  was,  replaced  by  a 
one-piece  brown  silk  dress.  ^ 

Throughout  the  years  there  have 
been  many  changes  in  the  uniform 
Some  have  been  caused  by  fashion., 
some  by  a  felt  need.  Each  change 
has  only  added  to  the  attractiveness 
of  the  uniform. 

Long  may  the ’uniform  “live”!  It 
means  much  to  a  G.  C.  W.  studen 
of'  graduate.

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THE  QUALITIES  OF  A 

COLLEGE  PRESIDENT

Tile  University  of  South  Carolina, 
is  at  present  without  a  president.! 
James  D..  Evans,  a  University  alum¬ 
nus  of  the  class  of  1901,  has  token 
great  interest  in  obtaining  opinions 
from  educators  a^d  business  men 
concerning  the  qualities  which  should 
be  possessed  by  the  next  president. 
The  results  have  been  excellent 

Dr.  David  P.  Houston,  president 
bf  thet  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  of  N.  Y.  wrote  Mr.  Evans  a 
letter  in  which  he  revealed  the  fol- 
.  ’  lowing  as  qualifications  of  a  college 
president: 

1. .  Character  and  courage. 

3.  Capacity  for  leadership. 

2.  Common  sense. 

4.  A  thorough  broad  education  and 
a  knowledge  of  the  institutions  of 
the  country. 

5.  Speaking  ability. 

In  expressing  his  opinion,  Daniel 
Willard,  president  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  pointed 
out  some  characteristics  similar  to 
tho^  visualized  by  Dr.  Houston. 

He  agrees  with  Dr.  Houston  on 
the  I  age  of  the  president  and  adds 
that  he  should  be  (1)  outside  of  the 
immediate  .university  family  ;  '<  (2) 
a  scholar,  an  educator,  an  adminis¬ 
trator  and  an  executive;  (3)  an 
able  speaker  to  present  the  cause  of 
the  university  to  the  public,  and  (4) 
a  man  possessing  the  faculty  for 
raising  money. 

Bernard  M.  Barrick,  a  multi- 
mdlUonaire  wfno  was  himself  sugr 
gested  for  President  of  U.  S.  C., 
was '  very  concise  in  his  statement 
of  qualities.  It  is  his  belief  that  the 
man  selected  should  be  a  business 
man  rather  than  one  from  scholastic 
life  and  that  Senator  Christie  Benet 
would  ^  be  ah  excelTent  choice. 

The  dean  of  the  School  of  Educa¬ 
tion^  in  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania^  J.  H.  Minnick,  says  that  the 
qualities  to  be  considered  are  (1) 
religion,  (2)  personality,  (3)  scho¬ 
larship,  (4)  professional  ability,  (5) 
social  qualities,  (6)  devotion  to  edu- 
'cation,  and  (7)  sense  of  fairness. 

The  next  man  questioned  wag 
Henry  W.  Holmes,  dean  of  the 
Graduate  Schopl  of  Education  in 
Harvard  University,  In  his  judg¬ 
ment,  the  president  of  a  college 
should  have  a  national  outlook,  a 
broad  education,  and  administrative  | 
experience;  he'  should  be  vigorous, 
both  mentally,  and  physically,  though 
not  necessarily  young. 

Another,  Dean  W.  F.  Russell  of 
the  Teachers  College  of  Columbia 
University  thinks  that  the  leader 
should  be  a  man  of  wisdom  and 
ability  from  a  urf^versity  faculty, 
“a  man  like  Alderman  oiv  Chase  or 
Prank  Graham,”  he  specified. 

,,  'The  dean  of  the  School  of  Educa¬ 
tion  in  the  University  of  Chicago, 
•Charles  H.  Judd'' added  his  . view  by 
saying  that  the  college  presi'deiit 
should  have  had  experience  with  ad¬ 
ministration  of  institutions  of  high-  , 
er  learning;  he  should  be  a  young  or 
•  ihiddle-aged  Jschnlar  of  poise  and 
sound  business  judgment. 

Lastly,  Dr.  John  L.  Man  chan,  dean  ,| 
of  the  School  of  Education  in  the  ^ 
Universtiy  of  "Virginia,  stated  these  ^ 
tx’aits  as  valuable  ones  to  be  looked  . 
for  in,  the  future  president: 

1.  High  character  and  integi’ity. 

2.  Sound  social  and  reTigious 
philosophy. 

3.  (Ability  to  judge  character. 

4.  Attractive  pci-sonality. 

5.  Cultural  and  professional  train-
